Regarding claims 155-156, the prior arts of record is silent on the subject 
matter pertaining to a range detection packet transmitter transmitting a range 
detection packet to the server after the transmission of the bubble packet, the 
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range detection packet being used for detecting the range of ports including the 
bubble packet transmitting port, the bubble packet transmitting port being a port 
of the first communication control unit and used for transmission of the bubble 
packet. 

Regarding claims 157-158, the prior arts of record is silent on the subject 
matter pertaining to a range detection packet transmitting step of transmitting a 
range detection packet to the server via a range detection transmitting port, 
having a position different than the position of the bubble packet transmitting 
port, after the transmission of the bubble packet, the range detection packet for 
detecting the range of ports including the bubble packet transmitting port.
